‘NOT LACKING IN HUMOUR 


Wesley's “Journal” is by no 
means lacking in humour—both in 
bis own writing, and in accounts 
of humourous incidents. Here. is 
another aspect of ‘the “Bribery 
and Corruption” practices'on 2 
less important scale, but with an 
amusing anti-climax. Perhaps: {t 
shou'd ‘be. explained frst of all, 
that . Wesley’s “ movement was 2 
very. democratic one; and there- 


by the gentry ‘and the squires. who 
im those- days ruled over their 
tenants, often with.a rod’of fron. 
Here is Wesley’s entry on the 
‘Invident:—"I was informed that 
there were many .who, desired to 
hear the preaching. But they 
did not dare, Sir V—, the squire 
having soleihnnly declared in the 
face‘of the whole congregation as 
they were coming out of church. 
If any man‘of this parish dares 
to hear these fel’ows, he shall not 
be invited to my’ Xmas feast!” 
Humourous iricidents’ “often en- 
Uven the pages of the “Journal” 
and vary the. dull monotony of 
Journeyings, and records of preach- 
| ing. Try and pleture this scene as 
it actually took pldce on a. sunny 
spring morning.on the roads of. 
18th Century England. It is be- 
cause “Wesley probab’y. did not 
think {t in the least humourous, 
that it is so, He writes: “I over- 
took a serious man whom I im- 
mediately fell into conversation 
with. He presently gave me to 
now what his opinions were, and 
therefore I Said nothing to. con- 
tradict him.’

To those who are interested in 
this aspect of. Revivalism, it 
should be noted how immensely 
eritical and analytical was Wes- 
ley’s attitude ta such cases.- But 


the upbringing of youth is one 
that will. provoke most educa- 
tionalists. of. modern’. times to 


has preserved for us his mother’s 
gecount of the family’s training. 
and of which he: himself hearttly 
approves. Mrs. .Wesley was a 
woman of very great and’ deter- 
mined character: and if her views 
are considered as. unsound psy- 
chologically to-day, one -has to 
face the difficulty of ‘ accounting 
for the brilliantly talented family 
of character which she managed 


‘unsound’ regime. Here area few 
of her ideas, which sre given at 
greater length jg the “Journal.” 
Ineldentally in’this first sentence 
there is s marvellous phrase!— 
“When turned a year old they 
‘were taught to fear the rod’ and 
ery softly.”"—'"There was no aim- 
eulty in making ‘them - take* the 
Most. unpleasant medicine; for 
they durst not refuse it, though 
gome of them would presently |. 
throw it up This T° mention: to 
show that.a person may be taught 
to take anything,. though it be 
never. 30 much , against his 
stomach!” 

"In order to ‘form: the minds of 
children, the first thing ta be done. 
‘Is to conquer: thelr” will, and bring 
therh to all obedient temper—the 
subjecting of the. will is a thing 
that must be done at once, and 
thé sooner the better. I insist upon, 
conquering the will of the child 
early, because- this Is the only 
strong and rational foundation of 
a religious - education, . without 
which both precept and example 
will be ineffective. But when this 
is thoroughly done, then a child is 
capable of being governed by the 
reagzon-and plety of its parents, 
till its own understanding -comes 
to maturity, and ‘the principles of 
religion have taken root “in the 
mind. They were quickiy made to 
understand .they could have’ noth- 
ing they cried. for—one day was 
allowed for'the child to learn the 
alphabet—A law was made ‘that 
whosoever was. charged with ao 
fault, if they. should frankly con- 
fess it, and promise to amend 
should not ke beaten. This rule 
prevented:a great deal of lying— 
“And so on. Mrs Wesley as you 
can see, was a woman of very 
definite opinions, whoever wou:d 
disagree with her in theory should 
take more of the practical proofs 
her ideas moulded in the shape of 
a’ very balanced and brilliant 
family. There 1s nruch more that 
is equally controversial, but which 
space forbids the quoting of here. 
Throughous this lecture, jt has 
been a-tremendous temptation to 
wander away from Wesley as the 
writer of. the “Journal” to Wesley 
as the man‘of history. For his 
life is most romantic and exciting. 
If you would no more of it I hope 
this talk may have. stimulated 
your interest to find it. out for
